According to the last census ta- 
ken on Friday, February |5, the 
enrollment of Inglewood 
High School has increased to 2098 
students. This rapid and steady 
climb in attendance is due to the 
extensive growth of apartment 
buildings within the Inglewood 
Unified School District. 

Because of this tremendous expar 
sion of the student body in the lat 
five years, the enrollment for this 
fall is expected to reach 2250. 

The expansion of Inglewood High 
School and other Inglewood schods, 
will continue until there is nomae 
land for apartments to be construc 
upon. |
